CLIFTON, Tenn., June 19.—The body of Dr. Loren B. Doxey, 
whose wife, Dora Doxey, was acquitted in St. Louis of murdering 
William J. Erder, and is to be tried at Clayton, Mo., on a charge of 
having married Erder bigamously, was found in the Tennessee River 
here today after he had been missing several hours. 

It is believed Doxey killed himself. He is said to have been de- 
spondent recently over his failure to establish a successful medical 


practice at Savannah, Tenn., 25 miles south of here. 


stood that he also was worried because he and his wife were ostra- 
cized from virtually all society in Savannah, where they have resid- 


ed two years. 

Doxey sold out last week, it is said in 
Savannah, and he and Mrs.. Doxey 
planned to go West, their destination not 
being determined. They spoke of going 
to Idaho, their acquaintances say. They 
departed from Savannah Tuesday by 
river and spent the night in Clifton. 

Dexey’s disappearance was reported 
sede. this morning, and he was searched 


for everywhere. The searchers at last 
went to the river and recovered the 
body, fully clothed, by means of drags. 

Mrs. Doxey, who was not in good 
health on her arrival, was prostrated 
by the death of her husband. The 
authorities are investigating, but so far 
have been unable to find any one whe 
saw Doxey go to the river.

Physician Works Four Hours 
With Machine in Effort to Re-

‘Four hours’ determined work with the 
pulmoter, a machine that has restored 
many apparently dead persons to life, 


failed Wednesday to revive Swen Swan-s 


_@ #0n, a Mneman for the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co., after 2200 volts 
of electricity from a light cable had 
passed through his body. 

From 9 a. m. until 1 p. m. Dr. F. C. 
Brooks, the company’s physician, ap- 
plied the pulmoter to Swanson’s body 

in vain. Once a slight flush spread over 
the dead man’s face, leading to the be- 
lief that he was coming to life and 
causing the police to telephone for an 
ambulance to take him to the hospital. 

less than five minutes after the ambu- 
lance sterted another patroiman tele- 
phoned that Swanson had been given up 
for dead and that his body was being 
gent to the morgue. Dr. Brooks later 
said the color that replaced the death 
pallor momentarily was only an artifi- 
cial appearance of life, induced by the 
action of the pulmoter and the great 
quantities of ogygen-charged air it was 
forcing into Swanson's lungs. 

Swanson was shocked to death while 
at the top of a pole in the alley back of 
James Green's residence, 5045 Lindel! 
boulevard. He was working with H. 
H. Reed of 1615 Blair avenue, F. Cobb 
of 3650 Finney avenue, and George Mc- 
Laughlin of 1518 Wagner place. 
According to these men, Swanson 
Slipped while standing on a cross-arm 
and fell. His life -belt held him, but 
> right arm came into contact with 

the charged cable and his body, forming 
a section of a circuit, received the full 
voltage. The right arm was burned to 
the bone before Cobb could dislodge it. 

Swanson's body was lowered by means 
of a tackle and carried to the rear of 
the Green\home. Dr. Brooks was sent 
for and arrived with the pulmoter with- 
in 15 minutes after the body had been 
taken down. It was the first time Dr. 
Brooks had used the pulmoter, which 
recently was ordered by the electric 
company for such emergencies, and he 
applied it until all hope was gone.

Mr. Taft's managers, however, are 
presenting a bold front and are claiming 
a hundred Roosevelt delegates on the 
second ballot. The ex-President doubt- 
less feels some chagrin at the result of 
the fight on the temporary chairman- 
ship, but Senator Dixon uses the vote 
cast for Mr. Root as proof that Mr.

The air of nervousness that hung over 
the convention police and employes be- 
fore was absent. today.

Hadley and Watson arranged for an 
equal division of three hours’ debate 
allowed on the Roosevelt proposition to 
substitute a roll containing 92 Roosevelt 
delegates in place of 92 Taft followers 
seated by the National Committee. 
Hadley Opens the Debate. 
After the conventton had been call- 
ed to order Gov.. Hadley opened the 
debate for the Roosevelt forces and 
was received with cheers. He pre- 
sented the statement signed by 14 
members of the National Committee 
@*hat the 92 contested Taft delegates 
should not be seated. 

It had been agreed in afivdinee that 

there should be no parliamentary points 
of order against the motion to seat. the 
Re relt men, the Taft forces agreeing 
to i. t-the question eut before the dele- 
gates. This enabled the argument to 
preceed without delay. 
Gov. Hadley had not proceeded far 
in hig explanation Of the Situation 
confronting thé convention when his 
audience began to interrupt him with 
jeers and other remarks. He rebuked 
the offenders and asked that serious 
consideration be given to the argu- 
ments from both sides. 

Hadley reviewed the events of yester- 
day leading up to the ruling of Nation- 
al Committeeman Chairman Rosewater, 
which quashed the Hadley motion to 
purge the temporary roll. 

Might Have Used Force. 

“We could have met immediately and 
forcibly opposed this arbitrary and un- 
parliamentary ruling,” said Hadley, and 
he was roundly cheered.

IT HAS ADVANTAGE 


Senator Dixon Certain Roosevelt 
Will Win—Poindexter Gives 


Intimation of Bolt. 


CHICAGO, June 19. 

With the opening of the second day of 
the national convention, Taft, Roosevelt 
and third-candidate partisans claimed 
the strategic advantage as a result of 
yesterday's election of United States 
Senator Root of New York as tempo- 
rary chairman of the convention. 

It was a wonderful opportunity for the 
political prophets, who wandered in this 
maze of chance in a condition of acute 
statistical intoxication. The vote of 558 
to 602, by which Senator Root was chos- 
en temporary chairman over Gov. Mc- 
Govern of Wisconsin, was construed in 
so many ways by those armed with pad 
and pencil that the average mind be- 
came confused and finally rejected all 
the forecasts. 

Hadley Renews His Fight. 

But one thing seemed sure and certain 
as the time for reassembling the dele- 
gates at 11 o’clock approached, and that 
was that Gov. H. 8. Hadley of Missouri 
would take up the fight for the Roose- 
velt forces by renewing his motion to 
strike from the temporary roll of the 
convention as prepared by the National 
Committee the names of 92 Taft dele- 
gates seated by the National Committee 
in contested election cases and substi- 
tute those of the Roosevelt men. 

Whatever the outcome, it was planned 
to appoint committees before adjourn- 
Ing the session, and then take a brief 
recess until 8 or 9 o’clock tonight. 

The night session, it was expected, 
would be short. At this adjourned ses- 
sion it was planned simply to receive 
the reports of the Committee on Rules 
and possibly that from one other com- 
mittee. 

As now laid out by the leaders, the 
convention would be organized to pro- 
ceed with business Thursday morning. 


Important Reports Thursday, 

It is expected that the Credentials and 
Platform committees will report Thurs- 
day night. At this time the Roosevelt 
followers can renew their demands for 
“purging” the roll of the convention 
and have another individual roll call of 
the convention. Then, if the Roosevelt 
partisans are beaten, may come the 
much talked of double corvention. 


“We will win out beyond question,” 
said United States Senator Dixon, 
Roosevelt’s campaign manager, today. 

Senator Miles Poindexter of Washing- 
ton was among the Roosevelt leaders 
who intimated that the possibility of a 
bolt by their forces was imminent. 

“In case these contested delegates are 
allowed to pass on their own claims,” 
said the Senator, “Col. Roosevelt will 
be a candidate.” 


The Taft leaders, particularly the 
President’s campaign director, Congress- 
man William B, McKinley, were just as 
confident of final success in the conven- 
tion as were the Roosevelt men. 


Another fact which became evident as 
the day wore on was that most of the 
compromise or third candidate talk was 
being done by the delegates themselves 
and not by the leaders. No import- 
ance was attached to the compromise 
talk by the leaders on either side of the 
Roosevelt-Taft fight.

The Roosevelt men depend more than 
ever upon Hadiey’s leadership in the 
fight today. They felt that their cause 
had been hurt by too many would-be 
Roosevelt leaders. The Roosevelt men 
declared on every hand that the 
Speeches of William Flinn, the Pitts- 
burk boss, of Francis J. Heney of San 
Francisco, of Gov. Johnson of ~Gali- 
fornia and former Gov. Fort of New 
Jersey had done more harm than good. 

Hadley’s Effort Praised. 

Hadley was the one man in the Roose- 

velt heavy artillery who had perfect 
command of himself at all times, and 
who had the respectful attention of the 
convention. Flinn and Heney were 
hooted by the Taft delegates. On the 
other hand Senator Bradiey of Ken- 
tucky, who attempted a defense of Lori- 
mer in his speech, when some one in 
the Illinois delegation hurled a question 
at him as to whether he had not voted 
for Lorimer in the Senate, had a diffi- 
cult time in making himself heard. He 
was to the Taft cause what Flinn and 
Heney were to the Roosevelt cause. 
_ As the convention is now temporarily 
organized, the Taft men will control 27 
members of the Credentials, Committee 
and eng Roosevelt men 17 members, the 
territories and colonial possessions not

ACTIVITY BEGINS 
EARLY WITH T. R. 


He Confers at Length With Had- 
ley, Borah, Perkins, Cortelyou, 
Flinn and Others. 


CHICAGO, June 19.—Theodore 
Roosevelt had his fighting blood surg- 
ing early today and from the moment 
he reached his conference quarters 
in the Congress Hotel until his field 
captains went to the convention hall, 





there was unusual scurrying about. 


Senator Dixon, his campaign mana- 
ger; Gov, Hadley, floor leader of the 
Roosevelt forces; George W. Perkins, 
Gifford Pinchot, George B. Cortelyou, 
William Flinn, Senator Borah, Gov. 
Johnson, and others most intimately 
in the Colonel’s confidence were 
closeted with Roosevelt more than an 
hour, 

Gov, Hadley said after the confer- 
ence, just before going to Roosevelt's 
rooms, that he thought there would 
be no change in the convention pro- 
gram of the Roosevelt forces. 

“We are going right ahead fight- 
ing every inch of the ground,” said 
Hadley. “It is the present intention 
to renew immediately today our de- 
mand that the convention be purged 
of the fraudulent delegates until the 
Credentials Committee can act. I 
know of nothing to interfere with 
that program.” 

The Colonel continued today to 
keep in touch with his forces in the 
convention hall by means of tele- 


phones in his hotel apartments, 
That Roosevelt will order a withdrawal 


of his delegates from the convention if 
the Credentials Committee fails to un- 
seat the protested delegates included in- 
cluded in the appeal submitted by Gov. 
Hadley was the most discussed propo- 
sition around headquarters just before 
the convention opened for the second 
day. On every hand it was agreed that 
this development was certain to follow 
approval of the National Committee’s 
action. It also was expressed as. an- 
other certainty that Roosevelt could not 
take from the convention some of his 
pledged delegates. 
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NAGEL DEFINES 
DELEGATE RIGHTS 


CHICAGO, June 19.—In the course of 
an interview with a Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent here a week ago, when the 
contest cases were before the Repub- 
lican National Committee, Charles Na- 
gel, Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
in President Taft’s cabinet, defined the 
customary parliamentary’  -procedure, 
when the question of contested creden- 
tials in a convention was referred to 
the convention for decision. 

“No delegate,” sald Nagel, “is per- 
mitted to vote on a contest directly in- 
volving his right to a seat in the con- 
vention. The National Committee makes 
up the temporary roll of the convention. 

“If, for example, the Taft delegation 
from the Ninth Dtstrict of Alabama is 
contested, the delegates from that dis- 
trict would not be permitted to vote on 
the determination of their contest. But 
the Taft delegates from Washington and 
other states who were contested, if 
placed on temporary roll, would have a 
parliamentary right, according to my 
information, to vote in the Alabama 
contests. 

“Now the joining of the contests from 
the various states creates a different 
situation. Should many seats be in con- 
test, the ordinary procedure would be 
to take up each one at a time; other- 
wise no temporary organization could 
proceed to business. 

‘If any other rule were adopted it 
would be possible for the minority side 
to file enough contests to give them con- 
trol of the convention.”

A COMPROMISE 


Twelve Missouri Roosevelt Dele- 
gates Willing to Join “Dark 
Horse’ Movement. 





HADLEY ‘MAKES A _ HIT” 





Bartholdt Privately Admits Taft 
Seems Beaten—Mann Discour- 
ages Talk of Bolt.

CHICAGO, June 19.—For President, 


Elihu Root. For Vice-President, Gov. 
Hadley of Missouri. 

Here is the ticket favored by a num- 
ber of conservative leaders if President 
Taft should be defeated for renomina- 
tion. A compromise candidate, accord- 
ing to influential men on both sides, 
is the only solution of the present trying 
situation. 

Tho Missourt delegates, who are &a 
power in this convention, take the view 
that President Taft is out of the run- 
ning and that Col. Roosevelt cannot pos- 
sibly hope to come back from the de- 
feat administered to his forces in the 
temporary organization of the conven- 
tion yesterday. Although refusing to 
commit themselves publicly, it became 
known today that fully 12 out of the 2 
Roosevelt delegates from Missouri are 
ready to join a compromise band wagon. 
likewise, virtually 13 out of the 16 Mis- 
souri Taft delegates are hoping and 
praying that “somebody will be nomi- 
nated who can be elected.””’ They are 
for Taft only because they are under in- 
structions or pledges to vote for his re- 
nomination. ? 

Missouri Move Significant. 

The attitude of the Missouri men 
toward Taft and Roosevelt may be said 
to be fairly representative of the senti- 
ment of perhaps two-thirds ef the dele- 
gates in the national convention. 

Congressman Bartholdt, Charles Ww. 
Graves, A. A. B. Woerheide, Judge Bert 
W. Nortoni, all of St. Louis; Homer 
Mann and EF. R. Sweeney of Kansas 
City, Charles P. Morris of St. Joseph, 
Chairman of the Republican State Com- 
mittee, and State Senator Hugh Mc- 
Indoe were among the Missourians who 
have been sounded by influential Re- 
publicans from other states on the ques- 
tion of a third candidate. 

‘The New York delegation thinks very 
well of the Root-Hadley combination,” 
said a representative ef “Boss’’ Barnes 
of New York to Charles D. Morris, one 
of the Taft delegates from Missouri. 
“The Missouri Governor was the real 
political hit in the epening session of 
the convention. He made a favorable 
impression on every one, particularly 
our delegation. He has made his 
mark.”’ 

Morris said there would be time 
enough to consider a compromise when 
the convention had spoken en Taft and 
Roosevelt, provided it turned down both 
of them. 

Morris Willing to Go Half Way. 

“We are willing to meet the Roosevelt 
people half way,” added Morris, ‘if 
it is found that President Taft cannot 
be neminated. But if the Roosevelt 
forces keep up their bitter fight, I do 
not see how we can meet on peaceable 
ground. It will then be a fight to a 
finish. If the Roosevelt crowd wants 
to force the nomination of Taft, they 
can do it.’”’ 

Congressman Bartholdt told a Mis- 
souril delegate that he thought the “‘jig”’ 
was up with the Taft movement, but 
for publication he smilingly declared 
that, in his opinion, President Taft 
wou 1 be nominated. 

“I think everybody will concede that 
Roosevelt cannot win,’’ said Bartholdt. 

“How about Hadley?” asked Charles 
W. Graves of St. Louis. 

“Well,” responded Bartholdt, “if Taft 
is nominated you can bet the second 
man on the ticket will be a progressive. 
Why not Gov. Hadley”’’ 

Homer Mann of Kansas City presided 
at today’s conference of the Roosevelt 
delegates in the National Convention, A 
roll call is said to have shown about 
610 delegates present. Talking informal- 
ly among themselves, the Roosevelt 
managers virtually confessed there was 
no hope of putting the Colonel over un- 
less they could win the support of La 
Follette’s 86 votes in the Wisconsin dele- 
gation. 

‘There is a feeling among the boys 
that Teddy is going to win.” said Mann 
after the meeting. “I have never seen 
delegates to a convention so thoroughly 
eonfident of their position. Of course, 
much depends on the big fight on the 
seating of the contested delegates who 
Were taken from us by the National] 
Committee.”’ 

Believes te Regularity. 

“Do you believe there is any likelihood 
of a bolt?’ 

“TY do not,” replied Mann, emphatical. 
ly. “This irregularity talk makes me 
tired. It is too wild-eyed to consider 
seriously. I believe in party regularity 
and making my fights within the party.”

In Maryland, where the entire del- 
egation of 16 were instructed for 
Roosevelt in the primary, eight del- 
egates voted for Mr. Root for tem- 
porary chairman, 

In Oregon, where the entire 10 votes 
are instructed for Reosevelt for Pres- 
ident, three delegates voted for Root. 
In Pennsylvania, four delegates in- 
structed in the primaries for Mr. 
Roosevelt, voted for Mr. Root for 
temporary chairman, feeling that the 
primary instructions did not bind 
them in the matter of temporary 
chairman. This makes a total of 22 
delegates from the primary states 
who have openly anhounced that 
they will vote for Mr. Roosevelt.

NOT 10 ABIDE BY 
THE CONVENTION 


Tells Delegates Action Will Be 
Binding on No One If Fraud 
Is Countenanced. 








Special! to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHICAGO, June 19.—The ‘speech, which 


was delivered to the Roosevelt dele- 
gates last night by Theodore Roosevelt, 
was made public this morning. The 
meeting was secret. Some of Roose- 
velt’s supporters, notably George W. 
Perkins, it is understood, and, to a cer- 
tain extent, Senator Borah, objected to 
the attack of the Colonel on his former 
friend and cherished adviser, Elihu 
Root. Others thought he went too 
strongly into the realm of threat when 
he said in closing: “Full opportunity 
will be given to the honestly elected 
delegates of this convention to purge 
the roll of the delegates dishonestly 
piaced there by the action of the Na- 
tienal Committee, but if they fail to 
avail themselves of the opportunity 
thus afforded them, the action of the 
convention is binding on mo honest 
man.” 


Took Advantage of Fraud. 
“T regret to say,’ said Roosevelt in 


his address, ‘‘that Mr. Root is the bene- 
ficiary and representative only of the 
majority of the defunct National Com- 
mittee, which seated in that conven- 
tion 80 or 90 delegates who have nc 
claim whatever in law, or in morals 
to seats there.”’ 

Col, Roosevelt added that the 64 cases 
which he had personally examined, 
about which any honest man could have 
no doubt, represented men ‘“‘taken from 
my strength and added to the strength 
of Mr. Taft, making a shift of 128 votes. 
The two great flagrant cases where 
entire states were stolen—Washingten 
and Texas—would alone have reversed 
the action of the convention. In an hon- 
est vote Mr. Taft would have been in a 
minority of 72. His election represents 
the taking advantage of successful! fraud 
and nothing else.”’ 

Roosevelt then took occasion to re- 
iterate what has been understood as 
a plain intention to disregard the action 
of the convention, if the contested dele- 
gates were not unseated. 


“J serve notice,” exclaimed Roose- 
velt, “that we will not treat any ac- 
tion taken by the convention as bind- 
ing upon any member of the conven- 
tion or any member of the Republi- 
can party if the nominal majority 
taking the action contains as an es- 
sentinl part the fraudulent delegates 
te whose votes Mr. Root is indebted 
for his selection.” 

Speaks for “Great Majority.” 

“In particular I wish to say that I 
speak for the great majority of the 
Roosevelt delegates when I say they 
will decline to recognize as of any im- 
portant force whatever any report of 
the Credentials Committee, dependent 
on the votes of any of the fraudulent 
delegates who may be put upon the 
committee or of any men representing 
them who are on the committee.’

CHICAGO, Ill, June 19,-The Taft 
leaders in the Missouri delegation 
determined today to make another 
effort to unseat the four Roosevelt 
delegates-at-large from Missouri.

HE great big, fine ovation, coming 
T unreservedly from every section at 
the first utterances of the women 
delegates, Mrs. Florence Collins Porter 
and Mrs. Isabella W. Blaney both of 
California, was surely a tribute that 
warmed the heart of every woman pres- 
ent. I saw the faces of any number of 
women wet with tears of joy as the 
demonstration continued.

lt is interesting to note how the sift- 
ing process eliminates the relatively in- 
ferior and brings before the footlights 
the men who are intellectually prepared 
for the contest. 

Gov. Hadley of Missouri led the fight 
against the temporary roll of delegates 
and he made a splendid impression. His 
argument was clear and well presented. 
His manner was pleasing and he held 
the attention of the audience. 

Watson of Indiana justified the con- 
fidence reposed in him by the Taft lead- 
ers. His speech was well put together 
and his argumentative was suited to the 
work he had in hand. Hedges of New 
York acquitted himself most creditably. 
His special task was to inform the 
audience of Mr. Roosevelt's high opinion 
of Mr. Root and he performed it with 
dramatic force. 

Then there were speakers who did not 
catch the spirit of the occasion, at least 
in time to save themselves from the 
hasty judgment which a convention 
audience stands ready to pronounce. This 
judgment is not always accurate, but it 
is not usually subject to reversal. Whena 
convention crowd turns against a speak- 
er the sooner he brings his remarks to a 
close ‘the better. 

A great deal depends on getting off in 
the right form. An explanation or an 
apology is sometimes fatal. The tone of 
voice or an awkward gesture may call 
down the derisign of the audience. And 
then it is all over.

O denta in convention history oc- 
curred at Chicago 16 years ago. 

A Loutsiana delegate paused in the 
course of his speech to take a swallow 
of water. Some interruption prevenie< 
his resumption at once, and he picked 
up the glass a second and a third time. 
Then someone in the audience suggested 
that he take another drink, and from 


that time on he was on the water wag- 
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ter and the audience was convulsed for 
a@ quarter of an hour. 

One man in yesterday’s convention be- 
gan in a manner that aroused the re- 
ligious fervor of one delegate to the ex- 
tent of calling forth an amen, while an- 
other speaker put his arms in a posi- 
tion that made some of the delegates 
discuss aviation. 

The people who gather at a conven- 
tion, however, are good-humored, and 
while they are sometimes unmanage- 
able, they are not malicious. The only 
way one can get even is to enjoy the 
turn of fortune that brings others for the 
time being, into the position of making 
fun for the audience. 

A convention is a splendid place to 
study human nature; man in a crowd 
is quite a different creature from man 
acting alone. [enthusiasm is contagious, 
although in this convention the friends 
of the two leading candidates have thus 
far been able to restrain themselves 
from joining .in each other’s demon- 
stration except when a wave of laugh- 
ter sweeps the hall

FIRST CHAIRMAN 





Platform Planks Discussed, 
but Matter Is Held in 
Abeyance Until Nebrask- 
an’s Desires Are Learned 
—No Excitement in Balti- 
more.

BALTIMORE, June 19.—There isn't 
nearly as much excitement in Baltimore 
over the forthcoming convention as the 
various press agents of the various pres- 
idential candidates would have one be- 
lieve. 

The Emerson Hotel and the Belvidere 
Hotel, a mile apart, are the centers of 
such excitement as there is, but it ex- 
ists mainly among the overworked ste- 
nographers of the different booms. At 
the Belvidere Chairman Mack of the 
National Committee, and Tom Taggart, 
Urey Woodson and Roger Cc. Sullivan 
ere quietly threshing out such prob- 
lems as present themselves, but when it 
comes to making some definite decis- 
ion on an important point the shadow 
of Wiliam Jennings Bryan falls upon 
them and they reach no conclusion. 

They spent some time talking over 
the matter of selecting a temporary 
chairman, and when they had ceased 
pondering, it was reported that their 
choice had fallen upon Alton B. Park- 
er, who ran for President in 1904, but 
none of the committeemen would make 
a definite statement that Parker was 
their choice. Ollie James, they thought, 
might suit them just as well. The fact 
is, they are afraid Bryan will not ap- 
prove the selection of Parker, whom 
Bryan looks upon as more or less ré- 
actionary. 

Preliminary to the meeting tomor- 
row of the Arrangement Committee 
to select the temporary officers of 
*he convention, there was further dis- 
cussion of the proposition to have the 
candidates who receives the second 
highest number of votes on the final 
baliot accept the nomination of 
Vice-President. National Committee- 
man Daniels of North Carolina is 
strongly urging this proposition to 
his fellow committeemen. 

Temporary Chairman. 

The candidates or their managers 
seem to have little preference in the 
matter of ‘picking a temporary chair- 
man, except, of course, that each can- 
didate would like the chairman to feel 
kindly toward his own candidacy. W. 
¥’. McCoombs, manager of the Woodrow 
Wilson campaign, said that his only de- 
sire was that the chairman be “some 
man who will thoroughly typify the 
sentiments and tenets of the new De- 


mocracy.” 


The strength of Bryan, added to Wil- 
son’s known strength, will probably be 
sufficient to bring about the selection 
of some chairman who will be accept- 
able to both Bryan and the Governor of 
New Jersey. The Harmon managers, 
who are really doing the only live cam- 
paign work there is in Baltimore, are 
not very much exercised over the tem- 
porary chairmanship, nor are the Clark 
men, save that the latter are really 
anxious to see a man friendly to Clark 
named, 

As to Underwood and the other candi- 
dates for the nomination, all is silence 
when the subject of the chairmanship 
is broached. What they are looking for 
is more delegates. Senator Bankhead 
of Alabama, whose son t{s to place Un- 
derwood in nomination, arrived here 
last night, but will say nothing until 
he has looked over the ground. Com- 
mitteéman Wade of Idaho, though in- 
structed for Clark, said today that he 
would like to see Gov. Burke of North 
Dakota get the nomination, if Clark 
couldn't, and one hears a few words 
now and then about Marshall of In- 
diana.

ARON” ADMITS 


NE IS SON OF A 
POOR SHOEMAKER 


Von Breitan, Taken From St. 
Louis to New Orleans, Tells 
of Deception. 





NEW ORLEANS, June  19.—Baron 
Richard von Berner Breitan, as he was 


known in St. Louis, or Baron Richard 
Weyman von Beiren, as he was known 
in New Orleans, admitted this morning 
that he is not a Baron, but the son of 
a& poverty-stricken German shoemaker. 
As he made the admission, the man 
who, by his pretensions of nobility and 
his ingratiating manner, had been able 
to win the confidence of men and wom- 
en of prominence here, in St. Louis and 
elsewhere, shrugged his shoulders. His 
only explanation was that an impression 
once got about that he was a nobleman 
and he took no pains to correct it. 


Found Title Pleasing. 
He said this was during his love af- 


fair with the woman he calls the Count- 
ess Lucienne de Clareus. That is the 
woman Whose ardent love letters were 
found in the ‘‘Baron’s’” trunk in St. 
Louis, together with one, not quite so 
ardent, which dismissed him after Lu- 
clenne had discovered her adored Rich- 
ard was a poor man, 

He found the title so pleasing that 
he afterwards adopted it. He pointed 
out, however, that he was always mod- 
est about it. He would introduce him- 
self only ‘“‘Von Berner Breitan,’’ and 
when curious persons would ask when 
the ‘‘von’’ he would express gentle cha- 
grin at being unmasked and reluctantly 
admit he was a Baron. 

“I tried to make good in the business 
world, but as an ordinary individual, 
could make no headway,’’ said the ‘“‘Ba- 
ron.”’ “As soon as I allowed myself to 
be called ‘Baron’ my credit became 
good. 

“I have the rights to a patent for a 
new automobile tire which was invented 
in Germany,” said Von Breitan, ‘‘and I 
came to this country to have the tire 
manufactured. The invention is pat- 
ented in all countries, and I thought I 
could get enough men together in New 
York to promote the thing.’’ 

“Didn't you come here to win your 
way into society and marry some 
wealthy woman?” was asked. 


Fought Duel at Home. 
‘‘No,’”’ replied Von Breitan; ‘I had no 


such thoughts. I did have an affair in 
Europe. I was engaged to the Countess 
Lucienne. I .had her photograph and 
the photographs of my mother, who is 
a handsome woman, and my sister and 
her two children and my cousin, and a 
St. Louis newspaper man got all of 
these photographs and all were used. 
And my mother and my sister and my 
cousin were mentioned by some news- 
papers: as my sweethearts, while the 
children were said to be mine.’’ Von 
Breitan chuckled over this. 

“Now, in St. Louts,”” he went on, “I 
tried to live as I was used to living. 
I went out to sell land, and had deals 
in sight, but they didn’t go through, 
and then I tried to sell automobiles. I 
didn’t, and I was without funds, and I 
borrowed various amounts from men I 
knew in St. Louis. I have read a whole 
lot about myself, but most of it is un- 
true, and what I have said is just the 
truth.” 

The German, who is only 35 years old, 
said that he was a student in Munich, 
and that while there he was in several 
duels and bears stars on his head as 4 
result of the clashes. His brother was 
killed in a duel, he said. 

“Baron” Is Depressed. 

The “baron’’ appeared to be somewhat 
depressed when he reached New Orleans 
and was lodged in jail on a charge of 
obtaining money by false pretenses, The 
management of the Grunewald Hotel, 
on which he passed a draft for $175, will 
prosecute him. Harry Otis, the million- 
aire lumberman who _ received the 
“baron” into his home and cashed an- 
other draft, also called worthless, has 
declined thus far to enter into the pros- 
ecution. 

The prisoner persisted in his refusal 
to disclose the whereabouts of his 
Countess or to tell anything of his 
friendship for Mrs. Julia Thompson, a 
Kansas City divorcee. 

Doesn’t Enjoy Ride South. 

Detective Brewer, who brought the 
prisoner here from St. Louis, said the 
“Baron” did not enjoy his trip South. 
Brewer said that 50 miles out of St. 
Louis he slipped the handcuffs off the 
baronial wrists and kept them off until 
the train neared New Orleans. The 
“Baron” slept badly and the detective 
not at all. 

The prisoner professed confidence that 
friends would come to his aid in New 
Orleans and give bond for him. 

Gives Tips Freely. 

Upon arrival here he was taken at his 
own request into a barber shop for a 
shave, a haircut and a shine. When 
the barbers were through with him he 
produced a handful of small change. He 
gave a generous tip to the man who had 
shaved him and cut his hair. The boy 
who shined his shoes and brushed his 
clothes received 60 cents, and the “news 
butcher” who carried his big leather 
grip from the train to the barber shop 
and then to the patrol wagon waiting 
outside also received half a dollar. 

The beneficiaries of his largesse be- 
Heved the “Baron” was a “good sport,” 
and told him so. He appeared pleased 
with the compliment.

One Hundred Are Added to 
Class Wednesday Through 
Post-Dispatch Coupons. 


Long before the time for opening the 
doors Wednesday morning 228 boys, 
ranging in age from 11 to 16 years, had 
lined up in front of the Central Y. M. 
C.. A. building at Grand and Franklin 
avenues awaiting their«turn to get in 
and indulge in the free swimming les- 
sons which are being given daily by the 
association through the Post-Dispatch: 

One hundred of these were “new’’ 
boys, those coming for their first lesson, 
and each one had a Post-Dispatch cou- 
pon which had been signed by his moth- 
er or father. Two hundred and sixty- 
five boys have registered so far in the 
three days of the campaign and are tak- 
ing advantage of the opportunity of 
being taught to swim by expert instruc- 
tors free of charge. 

First Lesson on Land, 

The “new” boys are first taken into 
the gymnasium where they are, given 
the land drill, which consists of being 
shown the proper movements with their 
arms and legs so as to produce the 
greatest efficiency with the least loss of 
effort. This instruction was given by 
George Henglesberg, one of the best 
swimmers in St. Louls. 

“You see so many boys trying to learn 
to swim, working away in the water 
like little. steam engines, and most of 
their effort is wasted and strength used 
up simply because they don’t know the 
proper way to handle their legs and 
arms,”’ said Henglesberg. ‘This part of 
the drill may seem very dry and tire- 
some to some of the boys, but it is a 
lesson that if they learn properly ‘will 
help them to swim in about one-quarter 
of the time that they would otherwise.” 

In the tank, 70 by 22 feet, the first 
lesson is for the boys to hold on to 
the brass railings at the side and 
they are again shown the proper leg 
movement this time in the water. 
This is done by a corps of instruc- 
tors under the direction of Benja- 
min Barr, the veteran swimmer. 

Wings Keep Them Afloat. 

Finally swimming wings are put on 
the boys to keep them afloat and they 
are then taught the breast stroke, which 
is the primary stroke in swimming. 
After a boy has once learned to make 
his way easily and surely through water 
with this stroke, he can then attempt 
to learn other strokes which are either 
fancy or produce more speed. 

The staff of directors have expressed 
their willingness to handle as many boys 
as appear and, in fact, A. A. Me- 
Laughlin, Y. M. C. A. physical director, 
said that he thought that from now on 
& great many more boys would attend 
each day. The lessons will continue all 
this week and next except on Satur- 
day and Sunday. Boys can either bring 
their own towels or rent them for 56 
cents at the Central building.

FVEN AL AS | 
MUST STOP WHEN 
STREET CARS DO 


Acting Mayor Gundlach and 
Chief of Police Confer on 
New Traffic Ordinance. 


EFFECTIVE ON MONDAY 


Uncle Sam’s Drivers to Be Ar- 
rested at Destination—Patrol 
Wagons Not Excepted. 


The new traffic law compelling all ve- 
hicles closely following street cars to 
stop when the cars stop to let off or 
take on passengers will become effec- 
tive Monday and Acting Mayor Gund- 
lach has instructed the Chief of Police 
to see that it is enforced. 

The instructions contained a special 
reference to United States mail wagons. 
Gundlach says they are no more exempt 
from observance of the laws than other 
vehicles and, after a conference with 
Chief Young, the acting Mayor said a 
way had been found to compel them to 
obey it. 

This way is intended to avoid any 
possibility of a clash, with Government 
authorities over delaying the mails. In- 
stead of arresting on the spot drivers 
of offending mail vehicles, patrolmen 
will be instructed to accompany the 
wagons to their destinations and then 
arrest the drivers. 

Gundlach told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Wednesday he had observed that drivers 
of mail wagons are the most persistent 
violators of the traffic law. He is think- 
ing of taking the matter up with the 
Postmaster-General, he said. 

Police patrol wagons also will be re- 
quired to obey the new traffic law. 
Patrolmen will be instructed to report 
to the Board of Health cases where 
ambulances drive through the streets 
recklessly. If it is found great spsedc 
was not required in a given case, the 
driver of the ambulance will be pun- 
ished. 


2 INDICTMENT CASES 
AGAINST CLUBS FAIL 


Windsor Employes Acquitted on 
Charges Brought by June 
Grand Jury. 


The first two prosecutions under 
the June grand jury indictments for 
violations of the Hquor laws by 
clubs have ended in the exoneration 
of those accused. A jury in Judge 
Falkenhainer’s court acquitted Percy 
Richards of the Windsor Club, Sixth 
and Pine streets. When the State's 
case against Fred Lombardi of the 
same club had been presented Tues- 
day afternoon, Judge Falkenhainer 
declared there was nothing to sus- 
tain a conviction and dismissed the 
case. 

In returning liqu indictments the 
grand jury ertioyfed the prosecutors 
ana courts for /leniency in these 
cases. I, Joel WUson, assistant pros- 
ecuting attorney, “said he first re- 
fused to file informations against 
Richards and Lombardi because he 
did not believe the proper evidence 
against them could be obtained. 

The defense of the Windsor Club 
men was that those persons police- 
men had seen drinking in their place 
were bona fide members of the club. 


GIRL BETS SELF TO 
$3000 ON COLONEL 


Engaged to Another, but Bache- 
lor Says He Will Take Her 
if He Wins. 


STERLING, Ill., June 19.—A freak bet 
on the result of the Chicago convention 
was made today between Miss Minnie 
Sutton, a young society woman, and 
Lee H. Hoover, a wealthy bachelor mer- 
chant. Miss Sutton, whe is an ardent 
admirer of ex-President Roosevelt, is so 
certain he will be nominated, she has 
bet herself against $3000 on his chances. 

Hoover, who took the field against the 
Colonel, asserts that if he wins he will 
make Miss Sutton his wife according te 
the terms of agreement. 

Miss Sutton’s engagement to James P. 
Lebrun was announced only a few 
weeks ago.

The advocacy of great fundamental principles 
which underlie true progress, coupled with ap- 
peals to reason and intelligent patriotism are 
needed when perfervid appeals are made in the 
name of liberty and humanity to passion and 
impatient discontent.

Overwork, long continued, poisons the 
system, undermines and deteriorates the 
different organs of the body, leads to a 
weakened condition of the defensive 
properties of the blood against infection 
and, in consequence, to diseases and to 
the shortening of life. 

A normal amount of work tends to an 
even distribution of blood to all parts 
of the body, while overwork results in 
an excessive supply of the vital fluid 
to one yarticular organ o:; group of 
orgars in the body at che expense of 
the rest of it. 

During the process of working certain 
poisons accumulate in the blood which 
the excretory organs of the system are 
capable of discarding and throwing off. 
But when work becomes excessive the 
amount of deleterious material thus ac- 
cumulated cannot be promptly thrown 
off. These in the course of time lead 
to changes in the structure of the vital 
organs, accompanied by faulty func- 
tioning, with consequent disease and 
death. 

It ‘s not possible to state just how 
long work should be continued. The 
length of the working day must be de- 
termined both by the nature of the work 
as Well as by the individual doing it. 
Under ordinary circumstances’ eight 
hours should constitute a full working 
day for physical work, while mental la- 
bor should be limited to six or at most 
seven hours. Whether the work be 
physical or mental, it should be remem- 
bered that the nervous system is the 
first to glve way to exhaustion. This
